Your orator is advised that by reason of the said vendor's lien 
made in the said deed, he has a lien upon the said land for the 0al7- 
ance due to him on the said purchase price, and that the said Woliver

ey, your orator has the right to maintain this suit in equity for the

parties of the first part have this day bargained and sold and 
doth by these presents, hereby confirm and convey unto the said

Creek about 3 1/2 miles Si, from Jonesville Va, in Lee County 
Va. adjoining the lands of J. C. Roop, C. B. Hounshell & others,
